— The grand- 
niece of war-time Pope Pius XII 
today applied for the seizure of a 
film: po! the late Pontiff as 
having failed to intercede on behalf 
of 335 Romans massacred by the 


author Robert Katz, on whose book 
“Death in Rome” the film is based. 

The film, entitled “Massacre in 
Rome,” shows Pope Pius XII as 
having failed to do everything pos- 
sible to prevent the massacre in 
which 3825 hostages were shot as a 
reprisal for an Italian partisan at- 
tack in which 33 German troops 
were killed: - 

‘The film bas aroused fierce con- 
troversy over the role of Pius dur- 
ing the Nazi occupation.

Nylon yarn plant to 
eover all local needs 


By YAACOV FRIEDLER 
Jeruzulem Post Reparter 
HAIFA. — The ‘Nilit nylon yarn 
Plant at Migdal Ha’emek, one of 
the country’s major new industrial 
factories, is nearing completion. 
The installation of the modern ma- 
chinery is already under way; des- 
pite the war, work on the plant 
never stopped, although it has been 

considerably slowed down. | 

The plant’s general manager, 
Enzo Nitzan, told The Post at the 
site yesterday that he now expects 
the plant to be ready to start pro- 
duction by July 1. The ori 
date, set before the war broke out, 
was April 1, 

The plant is scheduled to pro- 
duce 5,500 tons of nylon 6.6 yarn 
and 1,500 tons of polyester yarn 
annually, after a year-long run- 
ning-in period, during which produc- 
tion will be gradually scaled up to 
the full volume, Production will 
cover all local needs for nylon yarn, 
on which over $15m. are now spent 
annually. About 20 per cent of the 
production is to be exported. (The 
price of nylon 6.6 yarn has doubled 
since construction started in Au- 
gust 1972.)

The company’s director, Havi 
Stein, told The Post that the plant 
had been put up “faster than any 
large industrial plant in Israel 50 
far.”

Innanu walked to Urgessa, but 
was unsble to get help from the 
government or Western relief agen-

Smallpox attacked all in the fa- 
mily except one child.

Now Innanu sends her oldest boy 
to find food while she breast-feeds 
her 3-year-old. He lies unnaturally 
still in her arms, his hair falling 
out, his abdomen and limbs swol- 
len,. his body already damaged be- 
yond repair by kwashiorkor — pro- 
tein deficiency.
